I have just examined what purports to be a copy of a letter bearing date of January 20, 
1916, addressed to 
you at New Decatur and signed J. W. G. Johnson. I represented Mr. Johnson before the late Hon. D. W. Speake, 
judge of the Eighth Judicial Circuit, on his habeas corpus trial for bail. 
And later on the final trial ray firm then 
composed,,of my son and myself, in conjunction with Hon. O. Kyle, represented them, apd Johnson was acquitted on 
the testimony before the jury in less than 20 minutes after they retired and began consideration of the case. 
You prosecuted the case with vigor and ability and made what I consider one of the best presentations of the 
state’s side that you were able to do from the evidence adduced l>efore the jury. 
Mr. Johnson never paid me a dollar in my office in your pre. .nee nor at any other time, for services rendered 
or to be rendered by me in hia defense. Nor did he ever pay you i ny money in my office or in my presence.

The facts are that this man Johnson was indicted for murder and his bond set by Judge Speake. John­ 
son made bond and it was forfeited and judgment final was taken on the bond. After several terms of court, 
capias being returned “not found,” the case was withdrawn and filed. In 1916 the defendant was re-arrest- 
ed and his case was disposed of as shown by the enclosed letter from Circuit Judge Robert C, BrickeU of 
Huntsville:

At your request I take pleasure in stating the facts in reference to the case of State of Alabama vs. John Johnson 
so far as they are known to me.

This defendant was arrested upon a warrant sworn out before a Justice of the Peace or similar officer, and upon 
your motion an indictment against him for the same char ie of murder which had been found some years before, but 
which had been withdrawn and filed was restored to the docket, and the defendant brought before me on a writ of 
babeas corpus, and it then appeared that the witness upon whose testimony the State must depend to convict was at 
the time of the killing the wife of the defendant, but that they had since been divorced and that by the Act of 1916, the 
wife had been made a competent witness for or against the husband. Upon this trial in which his former wife testified 
to a state of facts showing the defendant’s guilt of murder in the first degree, 1 remanded the defendant to jail 
without bond. 
Upon the final trial the former wife of the defendant changed her testimony so as to make out a case of self- 
defense on the part of the defendant and ha was of course properly acquitted by the jury. 
At the conclusion of this 
trial I held this witness to await an indictment for perjury. All this occurred in the year JJÍ16. 
Upon both these trials you prosecuted the case with as much vigor and earnestness at* you ever displayed in any 
other caae.
